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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is the First Office Action on the Merits from the examiner in charge of this 
application. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because (1) the elements shown in Figures 1 A, IB, 1C, 2, 
and 4 need to be numbered, and (2) each of the drawings in Figures 2 and 4 needs to be 
designated as 2A, 2B, 4A, and 4B, respectively (applicant is also reminded to amend the Brief 
Description in the Specification to reflect these changes). A proposed drawing correction or 
corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: (1) the last two lines 
of page 3 should be deleted, and (2) page 6, the text starting from line 6 to the end of the page 
should be deleted. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by USP 5,178,595 to 
MacGregor. 

MacGregor discloses all the elements recited in the above listed claims including, such as 
shown in Figs 1-2 and 9-12, (1) a leg support comprising (a) a padded cushion 44 serving as a 
support for a flexed knee or a part of the lower leg, (b) a cushion bearing plate 42 onto which 
said cushion placed thereon, (c) a plate holder 49 to which said bearing plate 42 is fixed, and (d) 
at least one clamp 19a, such as shown in Figs 1-2, which are fixed to said plate holder 49; and (2) 
a rest element, such as shown in Fig 1-2, comprising (a) a fixation component 18 which allows a 
sufficiently stable fixation of the rest element 13 to the upright member of a crutch, and (b) a 
push component 13 which pushes against the thigh from the back side of a person using the 
crutch equipped with said leg support. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Leu, Bierman, Tilsley et al, Jih, Humbert et al, Martinez, Beatty, Monte, Jacobs, 
Tykwinski, Delacour et al, Talti et al, Skorman et al, Felix et al, and Weigmann all show 
structures similar to various elements of applicant's disclosure.
